‘Mrs, Hansen, the Suicide’s Widow, 


and Her Domestic Tribulations. 


Hansen's Intrigue With a French 
Woman in New York—False Rumors 
Explained — The Disposition of 
Hansen's Effects.

Nxwnond, N. T., July &—Mrs. Hansen, whose 
husband committed suicide on the Fourth after at- 
tempting her life, said last night when speaking of 
the rumor that her husband had been guilty of 
forgery: Within two months after my marriage 
to Mr. Hansen and when we started housekeeping 
he told me that he had kept house in New York.

An Interesting Interview With Hon. 
8. G. W. Benjamin, the United 
States Minister. 


Some New and Valuable Facts About 
the Shah's Kingdom—Condition and 
Progress of the Persians—A Thrifty 
People Offering Excellent Trading 
Facilities to the United States.

IN. CHICAGO. 

The Chicago Horse Car Company, which 
figured in the recent strike, and which was de- 
feated in its attempt to prevent its employes 
from maintaining a Conductors’ and Drivers 
Association, is accused of having yielded to 
public opinion only when convinced of the 
failure of its plans to have a lot of strikers 
massacred by police and militia. The Chicago 
Herald charges that this corporation is run by 
politicians, and has been in the habit of march- 
ing its men to the polls and using them to run 
primaries. The President and one of its di- 
rectors are old office-holders, and as a tax- 
dodger and persistent law-breaker it had to 
build up a big political influence. It paid partic- 
ular attention to the election of assessors, and 
always got a strong force of its tools elected to 
the Common Council or placed in other city 
offices where they could render valuable service. 
Not only this, but the Herald says: 

The company wanted a special representative on 
the State Board of Equalization because, like most 
other corporations of its kind, it was a tax-shirker, 
and it has made it the business of the company to 
elect one of its employes a member of that board 
from the Third Congressional District. The result 
is highly satisfactory to the company. 

Its capital stock is five millions; its taxation is 
absurdly and corruptly low; its yearly dividends 
are thirty per cent; its market value is at least 
$425 for each share of $100, for that amount was 
offered within a few days without securing a sale. 

It has been a political boss in the West Division, 
and, like Jay Gould, was on all sides—Repubdlican 
in one ward, Democratic in another—but always 
for the Jones corporation. 

The concern is a public nuisance, a pudlie enemy. 
a public disgrace. It has brutally degraded man- 
hood suffrage, and has stood in the purtieus of the 
City Hall a bidder for Aidermanic votes. It has 
filled public places with is own creatures that it 
might perpetrate further robbery upon the people 
by making its own assessment for taxation. 

This sort of thing is going on apparently in 
all the other States as well as in Missouri. 
There are street car companies whose property 
is assessed with the approbation of our State 
Board of Equalization at a valuation far below 
its net annual income, or less than one-tenth of 


its market value. 


PULPIT AND PRESS. 

If the alleged revelations of vice and crime 
in the upper walks of London society are 
either exaggerations or falsehoods, the Pall 
Mall Gazette has doneashocking thing and 
should be severely punished. But the publish- 
er eagerly courts libel suits and prosecutions 
asa means of enabling him to prove the truth 
of hisjstatements and to plead it as his justifica- 
on. And if they are true—if the British 
aristocracy is as rotten as represented, and if 
wealth and high social position have become 
mere screens and shields behind which a 
hideous and criminal traffic is carried on— 
any further concealment or suppression 
of the truth is a crime against law, 
against the best interests of society. Why 
should the press de silent in the 
face of such charges as have been so often 
thundered from the pulpit? Only a few weeks 
ago the prosecution of a notorious woman was 
discontinued by authority, with the explana- 
tion that the defense threatened revelations 
which would make many hearts ache, includ- 
ing those of certain royal reprobates related to 
the Queen; and in close connection with this 
scandal the famous preacher SPURGEON cre- 
ated a great sensation by boldly charging 
trom the pulpit that Sodom in its worst days 
could scarcely exceed London in vice, and 
that the most shocking debaucheries were prac- 
ticed by the hereditary legislators and 
rulers of England. Ina published sermon he 
exclaimed: ‘“‘Woe unto thee, England, when 
thy great ones love the harlot’s housetopl Deep 
is our shame when we know that our Judges 
are not clean and that social purity is put to 
the blush by magistrates of no mean degree. 
Yea, that courts of justice lend themselves to 
covering up and hushing up great iniquities.” 
When such charges are made from the pulpit 
and not denied, what harm can the press do to 
the cause of public virtue by investigating and 
verifying them if true? The lessons taught in 
the cold abstract from the pulpit will not 
awaken society to its danger, but when indi- 
viduals begin to smart under exposures by the 
press, the plague-spot is revealed, all eyes are 
turned to the danger, and society instinctively 
applies the remedy,

EpvucaTion in Mexico is wholly in the hands 
of the Government, and education by Govern- 
ment has not produced the results one might 
have expected.

Gen. McCook has shown conclusively that these 
men occupy this great area without the shadow of 
a shade of legal right. They are simply interlop- 
ers. Why then should there be any undue delay 
in driving them off? When Payne and Couch and 
their associated ragamufflus have made their peri.

been turned back by the army and prosecuted by 
the civil authorities. The thing to do with the 
cattle interlopers isto give them the same treat- 
ment. They have no rights, vested or otherwise, 
while the Government does owe it to itself and to 
the Indians to protect Oklahoma from invasion.

THINKS IT IS CONSTITUTIONAL. 


State Senator Proctor on the New Law Re- 
lating to Improper Resorts. 

State Senator Proctor of Sturgeon, Mo., whose 
name has been prominently mentioned as a proba- 
ble candidate for Governor three years hence, ar- 
rived in the city and registered at the Laclede this 
morning. Discussing with a Posr-Dispatcn re- 
porter, the point raised in the Olin Hastings 
case, involving the constitutionality of 


the new law affecting the location of houses of ill- 
repute, Mr. Proctor said’ The point that the bill 
had not bees considered by a committee of the 
Lower House, and was therefore unconstitutional 
by reason of failure to comply with that section of 
the State Constitution which requires that no bill 
shall become a law unless it has been reported back 
from a committee previous to its passage. is not well 
taken, will not, in my opinion, produce the desired 
effect. The fact that the bill was reported in the 
House by the chairman of the committee is prima 
facie evidence that it was considered by the com- 
mittee, which will be hard to controvert. The Con- 
stitution of the State of Georgia is identical with 
ours in that respect,and in a case presentin 
similar features to this one it was hel 
that the bill had taken the proper course and was a 
law. The fact that the records of the committee fail 
to show that the bill was considered counts for very 
little, if anything. It has been decided frequently, 
and is an estabiished principle of law, that the 
failure of a committee clerk to perform 
his duty does not invalidate 1 action 
of the committee which t was 
his officé to record, but which he overlooked. Ifa 

uorum of the committee was not present when 
the measure was up for consideration, and the 
chairman reported it without allowing a quorum of 
the committee to take action on it, then the 
chairman is gulity of a violation of his duty, and 
is placed in a very unenviable position. 
Still, if such be the case, as is claimed, 
his report to the House stands good as evidence 
that the bill received proper attention, and it will 
be extremely difficult, in fact almost impossible, 
matter to go behind. The law, in my opinion, is 
constitutional, despite all that has been charged 
against the bill, and will stand the test of the 
courts.” 

Mr. Proctor remarked that he thought 
that it looked very much as 
as ifthe Penitentiary Inspectors would refer the 
selection of a site for the new branch Penitentiary 
to the next Legisiature. He didn't care te express 
an opinion on their action, but was not in favor of 
locating it at Cape Girardeau by any means.

Mr, Hugh L. Fox, who has had a great deal of 
experience in Penitentiary management, was asked 
this morning by a Post-DispatcH reporter what 
would be the result of the discussion over the loca- 
tion of the branch Penitentiary.

An Air Ship in the Form of a Huge

The Terrible Tragedy Enacted in a Ss 
Franklin Avenue Residence—Busi- 
ness Troubles and Despondency the 


Cause of the Act.

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This morning about 8 o'clock Jeremiah P. 
Bartholow, an old citizen, shot and killed himself 
at his residence, 2807 Franklin avenue. At the 
time of the tragedy he was lying in bed in the 
second story of his residence, His wife had gone 
down stairs to see to the preparation of the break- 
fast. Knowing that her husband was not feeling 
well and thinking that he might iatend to remain 
in bed all morning, Mts. Bartholow sent one of the 
children, a little girl, to find out 
whether her father would like a cup 
of coffee served to him in his room. 


In a moment the child ran down stairs screaming 
that her father was shot. The whole family sprang 
up from the breakfast table and while one of them 
went out to find a policeman the rest ran up 

There they found Bartholow just as he lay 
when his wife started down stairs ten minutes 
before, except that in his right hand was clutched 
a revolver, while from a hole in his forehead and 
another in the back of his head blood and brains 
oozed out upon the bed and dripped thence to the 
carpet. he d clothes were almost sat- 
urated with blood while on the carpet 
a huge stain showed that the wounds had bled. pro- 
fusely for at least seven or ¢ight minutes. On the

were stains of biood and hairs, showing that Bar- 
tholow had placed the weapon inst the back of 
his head, a little to the right, and pulled the trigger 
with the muzzle touching the hair, Death must 
have been instantaneous. 

Jeremiah P. Bartholow, or, ashe was known in 
the neighborhooa where be lived, Phil Bartholow, 
was a dealer in coal and wood, owning an extensive 
yard directly opposite his residence. He was not 
a drinking man, but he had the reputa- 
tion of being improvident, and had at vari- 
ous times recently been heard to complain 
of business troubles. Some time since he had n 
very much troubied about some debts which had 
to be paid immediately, and recentiy he had re- 
marked to several of his neighbors t he did not 
know what he should do; that he could not 
do any business. To these business troubles 
and the despondency caused by them 
of his neighbors attribute his suicide. Others say, 
and they are supported by the statement of his 
wife, that he had been complaining for some time 
past of trouble with his —. One of Bartholow's 
children, a boy, about two years ago attempted his 
father’s life and was afterward proven insane and 
committed to the asylum. Bartholow had been out 
to see this boy yesterday, and this morning on his 
wife’s awakening he had complained to her again 
that his head did not feel right. bly

Two Men, Diaguised as Plumbers, Gain 
Admittance to the Residence of Mr. 
Thomas Smith—Mrs, Smith Knocked 
Down, Bound Hand and Foot and 
Robbed of Over $1,000 — The 
Scoundrels Refrain From Murder 
ing the Lady and Escape. 


Cutcaao, E., July 0-—-The most daring and 
adroitly executed robbery that has taken place in 
Chicago for many years was committed yesterday 
afternoon at 50 Eldridge Court, the residence of 
Thomas Smith, bead draughtaman of the Dearborn 
Foundry, 1525 Dearborn street. Mr. Smith is in re 
ceipt of a good salary, and although a lessee of a 
box in the vaults of the Union Safety and Deposit 
Company, it has been his practice for some time 
past to intrust a large portion of his earnings with 
his wife. Mre. Smith is a stout lady, about 2% 
years old. When her husband went to work after 
dinner she was left alone in their rooms, which 
inelude all of the apartments on the first floor. A 
ring at the bell called Mrs. Smith to the front 
door. Two men dressed as mechanics were 
standing there. They intreduced themselves ag 
plumbers, sent by the landlord. s. Smith, un- 
suspicious, led the way to the kitehen. She stood 
by the door as the firat one entered, and after 
waiting a moment, turned to let the second man 
pass. As she turned, he struck her a blow with 
his fist, which caused her to fall on her knees. Be- 
fore she had time to cry out, her assallant'’s fingers 
were 

FASTENED IN HER NECK, 

Then the other man drew a long rope 
from a sack he carried, and bound 
her feet and hands. A towel was drawn 
tightly across her mouth aad both 
ends tied together back of herhead. The robbers 
opened the bosom of Mrs. Smiths dress and got 
hold of a wallet containing 51,800. Suddenly the 
door-bell rang. Ose of the fellows coolly answered 
the summons. Mr. Timothy and wife, friends of the 
Smiths, had stopped to make a friendly call.

floor with bis hand pressed over her mouth to 
prevent her uttering a sound, the other informed 
the callers that Mrs, Smith was unable to see any 
visitors. Then he closed and locked the door,

A moment's consultation ensued, then the would- 
be murderers went out of the front door, closing it 
after them, leaving Mrs. Smith upon the floor, 
bound hand and foot and almost dead from fright. 
Half an bour elapsed before she regained strength 
enough to attempt loosening the bands about her 
wrists. This task took another half hour. Drag- 
ging herself on her knees she finally reached the 
front door, A passer-by was apprised of what had 
taken place and the police were notified. Up to 
this morning they have obtained no clew and been 
able to accomplish nothing except to caution Mr. 
Smith not tosay anything about the affair to re- 
porters. Mrs. Smith bas been prostrated by the 
shock. She is now seriously ill.

given by President Lincoln a little over twenty 
years ago, On Sunday last Gen. James B. Fry, 
who was Provost Marshal of the United States 
during the rebellion, published in the Trisunz 
— giving his reminiscences of Mr. Lincoln. 
most interesting feature of the article was 
an account of a contest which he witnessed be- 
tween Lincoln and Stanton, and of the Presid- 
ent’s winery over the Secretary. After com- 
pulsory tary service was resorted to, states 
and districts often sought to save their own 
citizens from being drafted into the army by 
bounties to buy men wherever they 
found. The agent appointed by a 
count po one oe Middle 2— who was 
su wi necessary bounty money 
— . that some Confederate prisoners of 
war at Chicago were about to be released and 
enlisted in our army for service against the 
Indians in the Northwest. The thrifty thought 
occurred to the agent that he might pay these 
prisoners a bounty for doing what y were 
going to do without any pay at all and inreturn 
ve them credited to his county as soldier fur- 
nished by it to the Union army for service 
against Confederacy. The agent was an 
acquaintance of Lincoln, and obtained from him 
an order to have the men credited as desired. 
Stanton refused to allow the credits. 
The t returned to the President, who 
reiterated the order, but again without effect. 
Mr. Lincoln then went in nto Stanton’s 
office. General Fry was called in by Stanton 
to state the facts in the case—that these men 
already belenged to the United States, bein 
prisoners of war; that they could not be — 
against the Confederates; that they had no re- 
lation whatever to the county to which it was 
proposed they should be ited; that all that 
was necessary toward enlisting them in our 
army for In service was the Government’s 
release of them as prisoners of war; that to 
give them bounty and credit them to a county 
which owed some of its own wen for service 
against the Confederates. would waste money 
aud deprive the army operating against a pow- 
erfulenemy of that number of men etc, 
After he conciuded, Stanton remarked that 
Lincoln must see, in view of such facts that his 
order could not be executed, What followedis 
thus related by General Fry:

I have also a dry well on my hands. 

It had been in our family for generations. 

In fact it was a kind of open-air heir loom. 

Its intrinsic value was not so very much—$3 
would easily pay for all the improvements upon it 
but we esteemed it forthe cherished memories 
that clustered around it. 

My grandmother drowned herself in that well 
years and years before | was born. 

The dear old soul was nine days in the water be- 
fore they could locate her grave. 

Then they fished her out and left an opening for 
a new suicide. 

My sister's baby fell into it eight years ago, and 
we fished another funeral out of its glistening 
depths. 

At other times cats and dogs have in a spirit of 
rash adventure gone down into the well, and to the 
best of my recoilection never returned. 

Either the cat or dog, or perhaps both of them, 
must have had a rat killing picnic down there, for 
occasionally we have found a dead rodent in the 
moss- covered bucket. 

Still the well kept right straight along doing busi - 
ness, and doing well. 

The water was sweet and cool and clear, 

If there was chlorine in it, it kept itself very 


uiet. 

* Perhaps it came out of its hole in 49 or °66, when 
it had the cholera at its back, but if it did none of 
us ever knew it. 

Forty tenants drank the water daily and nota 
tenant died, or tried to die. 

We keptour alley gate closed and it may be the 
cholera was a little toe lazy to climb the fence. 

At any rate it never made our acquaintance or 
got into our yard. 

And tue well was wide open day and night; the 
rain beat into it and the sun could shine clean 
down to the pebbles from the midst of which its 
waters sprung. 

We kept that well in the family for thirty-six 
years aud let the neighbors have the benefit of it. 

All our people except my suicidal grandmother 
and my sisters infant, who illus the laws of 
graviiation, died of senile debility. 

The neighbors, too, lived to a green old age and 
usualiy perished in accidents. 

Now tbe well has been closed up for over two 
months, and in that time we have had four cases of 
cholera morbus and two excursions to the grave- 
yard in our yard. 

I attribute this to the sudden interruption ef our 
— oe habit, and tae shutting off at once of our 
daily supply of sewer gas. 

What do you think of it? 

Other people who have been deprived of their 
chlorine in the same ruthless manner are also feel- 
ing the effects of this deprivation. : 

“Give us this day our daily chlorine,” they pray, 
but the prayer unheeded.
